Waskington, June 22.—NSixteen 
lynchings took place—in the United 
States last year, the smallest num- 
ber on record since the gathering of 
annual statistics on the crime was 
begun 40 years ago, it was shown 
in a report made public today by the 
commission on race relations of the 
Federal Council of Churches, 

The report, prepared by Professor 
M. W. Work, of Tuskegee Institute, 
Alabama, showed that 12 of the vic- 
tines Were negroes and. fourtwhite. 

In the ten-year period ending- with 
last year, 537 lynching were record- 
ed, as compared with 701 for the pre- 
ceding ten years, carrying forward the 
decrease in the crime which has 
progressed steadily through | every de- 
cade since 1885.

Revenue Estimate Exceeded. 

The budget committee, in its recom-

Chairman Butler, of the republican 
national committee, is firmly convinc- 
ed of this, and before either of these 
seaators died, he had planned a polit- 
ical tour of that section to strengthen 
the conservative organization, which 
has been on the outside in both states 
for many years.

Baltimore, Md., June Senator 
Edwin Fremont Ladd, senior senator 
from North Dakota, died here at 
10:20 a. m. today from kidney trou- 
ble, which developed as a complica- 
tion of neuritis, contracted a year ago 
in his home state of North Dakota. 

Plans tonight were for the removal 
of the body to Washington tomorrow, 
where funeral services will be held 
and interment made in a vault until 
Mrs. Ladd, who was seriously af- 
fected by her husband’s death, is able 
to make the trip to North Dakota. 
She and two of the family of eight 
children were at the bedside when 
death occurred, as was also Douglas 
H. McArthur, Senator Ladd’s secre- 
tary. 

Became Sick Year Ago. 

The affliction which indirectly 
eaused Senator Ladd’s death fastened 
upon him a year ago while he was 
visiting in North Dakota. With his 
clothing wet from passage through a 
rainstorm, the senator, whose rug- 
gedness of mind would not admit 
bodily discomfort, traveled all day in 
that condition. The wetting resulted 
in an attack of neuritis in his left 
shoulder, which went later to his 
wrists and hands. Physicians at 
Johns Hopkins hospital here, where 
he came for examination in March of 
this year, found ‘his condition not se- 
rious, but advised against overexer- 
tion. 

Senator Ladd also was advised to 
have removed several affected teeth, 
which were belived by the physicians 
to be endangering his general health. 
A planned trip to North Dakota caus- 
ed the senatdér, who, in his tremendous 
interest in his work, was said by his 
secretary to have been impatient of 
the restraints of doctors, to postpone 
the dental work until after. several 
speaking engagements had been filled. 


Trip Ends at Cleveland. 

The trip ended at Cleveland, where 
Senator Ladd went to visit his son. 
Vernon. He returned to Washington 
with a renewed attack of neuritis and 
rheumatism, and two weeks ago was 
admitted to the Baltimore Church 
Home and Infirmary. Within a few 
days, kidney trouble developed and his 
condition became serious, but was not 
consHlered critical until two days be- 
fore his death. At that time, his phy- 
sicians expressed hope that he wotid 
recover if he could summon the ener- 
gy and disposition to fight. He steagi- 
ly became weaker, however, and early 
this morning failed to respond to 
heroic treatment, administered as a 
last resort. 

Mrs. Ladd and the two children, 
who arrived an hour before death cut 
off the brilliant life, unusually full 
of honors, he recognized and greeted. 
He was partly conscious almost to the 
Mr. McArthur, 
who entered the room a few minutes 
after Mrs. Ladd, the senator failed 
to recognize.

June 22.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—-Critics of the ad- 
ministration’s economy policy were 
answered in detail tonight by Director 
Lord of the budget, in a speech which, 
with one by President Coolidge, out- 


lined the government’y spending pro- 


gram for the next year before a meet- 
ing of the government executives. , 
- Calling upon each supervisory offi- 
cial in the spending agencies of the 
government to remember his responsi- 
bility to the taxpayer, General Lord 
complimented the officials on the prog- 
already made in accomplishing 
- Say nes and eliminating waste, but 
quoted the president's statement that 
there was still too much waste and 
too great a tax burden on the people. 


Denies False Economy. 


“If earnest intent to conduct fed- 
eral operations economically, if hon- 
est effort to conserve the taxpayers’ 
money, if determination to reduce gov- 
ernment costs and at the same time 
increase government efficency be parsi- 
mony and false economy,” he added. 
“then let parsimony be enthroned and 
false economy be glorified.” 

The general's statement was a di- 
rect reply to expressions in some 
quarters that the president's economy 
program was being carried to an ex- 
treme and that it might, in the end, 
damage business. 

“Analyze it as you may.” he went 
on, “after all of the pros and cons are 
marshaled, when the last pro has been 
pronounced and the last con has been 
coneluded, there has been a saving of 
$2.191.232.994.94 in the cost of gov- 
ernment in the last four years anid 
that will stand in the record for all 
time as an example of courageous re- 
_ trenchment unequaled in the history 
ef governments. 


Director Cites Savings. 


General Lord advised his audience 
to make no mistake about the inten- 
tions of the administration, reiterat- 
ing that economy must be the slogan. 
He asserted that the budget bureau 
was “sitting tightly on the lid” and 
coufidently challenged the years to 
come in the matter of further cuts in 
ihe outgo of government money. 

Scores of incidents were related by! 
General Lord to show where savings 
had heen accomplished, Citing the re- 
duction in record personnel by the ad- 
jutant general of the army. who was 
‘compelled by curtailed appropriations 
to. reduce a force of clerks from 120 to

Begin 1927 Budget Soon. 

Within a few days the buiget office 
will set to work preparing the esti- 
mates for 1927, which will guide con- 
gress this winter in making appropria- 
tions to cover the cost of government 
from July 1, 1926, to June 30, 1927. 

“It will be my effort to hold hanes 
estimates within a total of $3,080.- 
000,000, exclusive of the postal sery- 
ice,” Coolidge said. ‘This figure does 
not contemplate any enlargement of 
our expenditure program for 1927 
over what is estimated for 1926. It 
contemplates a shrinkage of this pro- 
gram. 

Of this sum, one-third will go to- 
ward interest and putting down the 
principal of the public debt. Another 
third goes to fixed charges for con- 
tinuing enterprises which cannot be 
decreased hy administrative action. 
All economies must be effected within 
the remaining $1,000,000,000. 

Reviews Cut In Detail. 

The president reviewed in detail the 
eut of 3$2,000,000,000 a year in ex- 
penses made during the four years the 
budget has been operative. 

“The history of public 
hardly show a parallel case 
trenchment in the cost of 
ment,” President Coolidge said, “Back 
of this tireless, persistent, and. dras- 
ti® campaign for coystrietive econ- 
omy in federal. expenditure has been 
the relief of the people of this na- 
tion from 9 great burden of taxa- 
ion.

Limit Almost Reached. 

He cautioned that “we are fast 
reaching the time avhen we can not 
look forward to appreciable reduction 
in the legitimate cost of government,” 
befause of the natural growth of the 
country. 

But he cited the fact that the goy- 
ernment now saves $30,000,000 a vear 
through lower interests rates, due te 
} improved credit, as showing how good 
mepagement can offset unavoidable 
increases in expenses, 

Once more Coolidge called on the 
(states to assume their share of re- 
sponsibility end, reiterating what he 
isaid in his Memorial Davy address, 
he eviilcized federal aid to the states 
in read-building and other activities..

It seems a peculiarity of fate that

The 
Tribune always stood for progress, 
apd fought vigorously the ‘poison 
squad” that sought to hold ‘Florida 
for Floridians,” and to keep investors 
from other States out by confisca- 
tory and other embarrassing legis- 
lation. It stood for a sound and 
sane policy of government, and 
fought radicalism wherever it 
showed itself, It believed in Tampa 
and its future. It advocated an ex- 
pansion program. It was big minded 
and broad viewed. And it won as 
Tampa won and as Florida won. 
There is a lesson in this romance. 
In the prime of life—56 years of 
agee—Colonel Stovall retires, but not 
from service. The state has never 
‘had a more constructive figure, and 
his remarkable energy—after a 
needed rest—will be turned again 
to the progress and welfare of his 
city and section. 

For many years Edward D. Lam- 
bright has been associate editor of 
the Tribune, and has had a potential 
part in the triumphs of that news- 
paper. Under the new organization 
Mr. Lambright becomes the editor- 
in-chief.

THE ARCTIC ICE SHEET. 


Senator Edwin F. Ladd, of North 

- Dakota, should have so closely fol- 
lowed in death the leader for whom 
he had acted as the right wing dur- 
ing the past five years. 

When Senator Ladd entered the 
Senate in March, 1921, he naturally 
found lodgment in the La Follette 

3 camp of radical thought. Indeed, 
the North Dakotan was the more 
radical of the two, and perhaps 
more radical than either Shipstead 
or-Mangus Johnson, who came into 
the national limelight at the same 
time, but educated and cultured as 
he was, with the polish of La Fol- 
lette but with less of his cunning, 
and without the rustic Seer anil 


While the Amundsen expedition 
was not a success in the primary 
purpose of reaching the north pole 
by air, it was a very decided suc- 
cess in two other respects, and a 
most helpful contribution to the 
Science necessary to correctly write 
the physical geography of the far 
north, 

The Norwegfan's observations ona 
course 90 degrees east of Peary’s in 
1909 corroborate those of the pole’s 
discoverer. That in itself is of great: 
importance. He found no land, or 
sign or indication of any, in that 
part of the Arctic ocean. Peary, it 
will be recalled from his submitted 
report, let down a sounding line at 


tics exploited by the others of the 
group, the North Dakotan did not 
take the center of the national 
stage, as did his colleagues among 
the insurgent extremists.

Senator Ladd was an indefatigable 
worker and a great student of the 
extreme thought of the world. He 
won for the senate as a republican, 
but had the vote of the non-parti- 
san league, at the time riding on 
the crest of its power in the cen- 
tral northwest. Without that in- 
fluence. he could not have won. 
The fact is, he attached himself to 
the republican party more for an 
organized contact than for any 
other purpose. His views did not 
in most particulars comport with 
the orthodox creed of the repub- 
lican party. 

Like La Follette, he died without 
a party, for he was one of the 
group, including his chief, that was 
ruled out of the republican party 
in the last senate caucus of the 
regulars. | 

Senator Ladd was born in Maine, 
and before entering ‘politics had 
been a professor of chemistry in 
two or-three colleges. It was in 

_that capacity that he moved into 
North Dakota, first entering state 
politics through the experiment 
Station attached to the department 
of agriculture. He had none of the 
Spectacular features of his chief, 
nor the personal following. He was 
a better lieutenant than a captain. 
His devotion to La Follette was one 
‘almost of human idolatry, and was 
often commented on in Washing- 
ton. 

No doubt the death of the Wis- 
consin senator, and the dissolution 
of the bloc that had fought so many 
battles in the past two or three 
years on the senate floor, had much 
to do with the breaking of the Da- 
kotan’s spirit, and thereby the bond

Arctic exploration is worth a great 
deal. Perhaps even of greater 
value, however, is the equally out- 
standing fact that the fearful dan- 
gers attending their use in that 
region are manifold.

For year I have carried the pic- 
ture in my mind of a woman in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, who feeds the doves on one 
of the crowded squares.

Athens, Ga., June 22.—Severa) 
hundred depositors and stockholders 
of the Georgia Natiqnal and American 
State banks, two local banks that 
closed April 14, attended a meeting 
here today to sign agreements where- 
by affairs of the institutions would be 
taken over by the Citizens and South- 
ern bank of Atlanta, Savannah, Au- 
gusta and Macon, paying the deposit- 
ors 25 and 3O per cent of their de- 
posits and debentures for the balance. 
A holiday was declared here today for 
the meeting. 

The two banks were among the larg- 
est here and since they closed a com- 
mittee headed by Andrews C, Erwin 
has been working on the proposition 
that would save them from being 
liquidated by receivers.

DECREASE IS SHOWN | 
IN FREIGHT LOADINGS 


Washington, Juve 22.—(By the As- 
sociated -Press.) --- Railroad freight 
loadings during the week ended June 
13 fell off 7,678 cars as compared 
with the preceding week, reports 
filed by the carriers today with the 
American Railway association, show- 
ing a total of 987,196 cars. This 
was an increase of 84,600 cars over 
the carresponding week of last year, 
but a decrease of 21,642 cars as com- 
pared with that week in 1923. 

All classes of freight, except coal, 
and miscellaneous freight, shared in 
the decrease from the preceding week. 
Coal loadings, with a total of 157,559 
cars, increased 5,993 over the week 
before and 19,319 cars over the cor- 
responding week last year, while mis- 
cellaneous freight, totaling %7,343 
cars, increased 917 and 48,717 cars 
respectively as compared with those 
two weeks before. 

Grain and grain products, totaling 
35.570 cars, decreased 2,222 under the 


'week before and 2,143 below the same 


week last year. Merchandise and 
less than carload freight totaling 
256,682 cars, decreased 1,716 under 


the week before but increased 15,025 
ears over the corresponding week last 
year.

U. S. OFFICIALS STUDY 
ITALY’S DEBT PROBLEM 


Washington, June 22.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Secretary Mellon 
began today to make preparations for 
the funding of the«Italian debt,.dis- 
cussing the matter at. length with Sec- 
retary Kellogg and Senator Smoot, of 
Utah, both of whom are members of 
the American debt commission, of 
which he is chairman. 

While officials would talk little of 
the meeting, it was disclosed that a 
thorough study had been given to sev- 
eral phases of the Italian debt. Am- 
bassador De Martino is expected to 
set forth the basis upon- which he 
may discuss funding when he calls 
Thursday, and it was indicated that 
the treasury secretary wanted to talk 
over the general situation with other 
members of the commission in ad- 
vance of his first meeting with the 
ambassador, which they probably will 
not attend: 

It was stated definitely today that 
all funding negotiations now in pros- 
pect will be conducted in Washington, 
and that Secretary Mellon will return 
from his Jong. Island summer home 
for such conferences as are held. 
There is no intention at this time to 
have the whole commission callcd to- 
gether, until an agreement has been 
concluded between the secretary and 
one or more of the foreign commis- 
sions. There is not now a quorum of 
the American commission here, . but 
Mr. Mellon said today that there 
would be little delay in obtaining a 
quorum if any early agreement was 
reached.

Vital Statistics 
Law Is Crippled 
By Court Ruling 


That section of the Georgia vital 
statistics law which provides for coun- 
ty payment of local registrars was 
| held unconstitutional in an opinion 

handed down Monday by the Georgia 
| supreme court. 

The court. held that, under the con- 
stitution of Georgia, counties are not 
| authorized - to use tax moneys fog any 
| other purpose than schools, to repair 
| public buildings, support prisoners. 
| pay jurors, conduct courts, build and 
| maintain roads and support paupers, 
|and that the legislature does not have 
| the power to delegate this power to 
‘the counties. 
| The ease was brought by one of the 
| commissioners of Houston county, 
| seeking a mandamus against payment 
of registrars out of county funds. The 
supreme court reversed the lower tri- 
hunal, which had refused to sustain a 
,demurrer brought by the defendants. 

Under this ruling, all records in 
the vital statistics department of the 
| state board of health, on which their 
figures are based, would cease coming 
‘in, thus paralyzing the work, it was 
stated Monday.

fearful of the hangman’s noose in| 


spite of the efforts of thousands of 
persons throughout the country who 
had signed petitions urging clemency 
of Governor’ Len Small, refused to- 
day to permit physicians to perform | 
an operation in the hope of saving 
his life, and died 30 minutes later. He 
was stabbed five times Saturday by 
Walter Krauser, once sentenced with 
Grant to hang but later granted a 
new trial. / 

Grant was very weak from the 
wounds in his neck and chest and 


physicians at the House of Correc- 
tion hospital, insieted on a blood 
transfusion. 

“T’'ll be dead in a little while if. 
you'll let me alone,” said the wound- 
ed prisoner, “so why prolong my life 
when it’s going to be taken from me 
anyway ?” 

Frank Jirka pleaded, but 
Grant’s resistance did not weaken. 
Cla Innocent. 

After the stabbing, Grant had re- 
iterated his declarations of inno- 
cence and expressed the belief that 
“if I get well I expect to walk out of 
here a free man.” 

As to Krauser, he expressed the 
hope that he would escape the gal- 
lows. 

When Krauser heard of Grant’s 
death, an assistant jailer said he re- 
marked: 

“Is that so? Well, there. will be 
some more that will die soon.” 

State’s Attorney Crowe announced” 
he would seek Krauser’s indictment 
on another 1aurder charge. 

Prisoners in the county jail start- 
ed a collection to buy flowers for 
Grant’s funeral. 

Grant, who insisted he was inno- 
cent and that Krauser alone was 
guilty of the killing of Policeman 
Ralph Souders in. a- hold-up in 1922, 
probably would have been pardoned 
or his sentence commuted to life im- 
prisonment, had Krauser escaped the 
gallows at his second trial, which 
was set for this week. The supreme 
court had allowed Krauser a retrial 
but: denied a second hearing to Grant.. 

Grant’s hair turned gray during his 
long incarceration. His lawyer final- 
ly asserted that Grant’s innocence had 
been declared by Krauser, and an 
appeal to the governor was made in 
which petitioners from scores of cities 
joined. The governor ~- reprieved 
Grant. 

Grant, who was 19 years old when 
charged with the murder, and 
Krauser, were unfriendly in the jail. 
On Saturday during .n exercise pe- 
riod, Krauser produced a pocket 
knife and stabbed Grant five times in 
the neck and chest. Krauser was 
placed in solitary confinement’ and 
Grant was removed to the House of 
Correction hospital. 

Grant’s parents are poor and his 
father a cripple.
